Applications 


Young  University  has  now  four 
representative  candidates  up  for  con- 
sideration in  awarding  of  the  Rhodes 
scholarship  for  this  state,  according 
to  Dean  Jensen. 

The  four  candidates  who  have  ap- 
plied for  the  scholarship  are,  Royden 
J.  Dangerfield,  now  at  the  University 
of  Chicago;  LeRoy  Whitehead,  Wil- 
lard H.  Dark  and  Don  C.  Corbett. 

One  Mr.  Rhodes,  an  Englishman 
having  accumulated  a vast  amount  of 
wealth  in  South  Africa,  contributed 
before  his  death  large  sums  of  money 
to  be  used  throughout  various  parts 
of  the  world  for  scholarships  to  the 
Oxford  University  of  England. 

Specified  amounts  of  money  are 
given  to  various  countries.  The  Unit- 
ed States’  allowance  permitted  one 
man  to  be  sent  from  every  state'  in 
the  Union  every  year,  with  an  am- 
ount of  money  sufficient  to  cover  all 
expenses  for  three  years  or  until  the 
type  of  course  chosen  was  completed. 

When  prices  became  higher,  the 
money  allowed  the  United  States 
wasn’t  sufficient  to  send  a man  every 
year,  so  provision  was  made  for  the 
states  to  select  a many  two  out  of 
every  three  years. 

A designated  number  of  candidates 
are  selected  from  each  university  in 
the  state.  Students  have  the  privilege 
of  applying  for  the  same.  Brigham 
Young  Universitie’s  quota  is  four. 

The  selection  of  the  individual  sent 
to  Oxford  is  upon  the  basis  of  school 
rating  or  scholarship  recommenda- 
tions and  a personal  interview  with 
the  state  committee. 

The  scholarship  is  open  only  to 
men  who  must  be  United  States 
citizens,  unmarried  and  between  the 
ages  of  nineteen  and  twnty-five  years. 
He  must  also  have  at  least  completed 
his  sophomore  year. 

Approximately  two  thousad  dollars 
are  allowed  for  the  scholarship.  If 
the  individual  makes  good  it  will 
permit  him  to  stay  for  a period  of 
three  years. 

Young  University  has  just  cause  to 
expect  that  one  of  her  students  shall 
receive  this  scholarship.  Many  stu- 
dents of  this  institution  have  won  high 
honors  in  eastern  colleges  and  univer- 
sities and  rank  with  some  of  the 
most  eminent  people  in  public  life. 


PRES.  BRIMHALL 
GIVES  FORCEEUL 
MESSAGE  MON. 


In  his  brief  address  Monday  morn- 
ing, President  Geo.  H.  Brimhall  very 
forcefully  impressed  the  student  body 
that  the  great  scientists  and  the  cour- 
ageous men  of  the  world  believe  in  a 
living  God,  while  the  fool  and  the 
coward  doubt  His  existence. 

In  support  of  his  premise,  Dr. 
Brimhall  made  several  quotations. 
The  first  of  these  was  the  ancient 
prophet  who  said,  “The  fool  hath  said 
in  his  heart,  ‘there  is  no  God’.” 

The  speaker  then  quoted  from  Ro- 
bert Millikan,  one  of  the  world’s 
greatest  scientists,  “All  thinking  men 
believe  in  God.”  Again  “Men  who 
have  the  stuff  in  them  which  makes 
heroes,  all  believe  in  God.” 

President  Brimhall  reminded  the 
student  body  that  Dr.  Millikan  had 
been  the  teacher  of  Harvey  A.  Flet- 
cher, a product  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  and  declared  Dr.  Fletcher 
now  to  be  one  of  our  great  scientists, 
and  with  his  work  as  a scientist  he 
is  presiding  elder  of  the  New  York 
branch  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church. 

In  conclusion  the  speaker  said  he 
believes  with  the  scientists  \that  it 
takes  courage  and  heroism  to  believe 
in  God;  and  that  one  may  justly  say: 
“The  coward  says  in  his  heart,  ‘there 
is  no  God’.”

Clubs  should  get  their  pages  re- 
served as  soon  as  possible,  the  rates 
are  $15.00  for  one  page  and  $25.00  for 
two  pages.

Speaker  Tells  Of 

Visit  to  Holy  Land 


The  lecture  period  last  Wednesday 
was  devoted  to  a trip  through  the 
Holy  land  with  Miss  Vilate  Elliot, 
who  in  company  with  Miss  Alice  L. 
Reynolds,  has  spent  the  past  year 
traveling  there,  acting  as  guide. 

Miss  Elliot  declared  that  she  saw 
the  Bible  in  a very  different  light, 
after  visiting  Palestine  and  seeing  the 
actual  places  where  Christ  and  the 
old  prophets  had  been.  She  illustrat- 
ed with  the  fact  that  when  she  cross- 
ed the  - Suez  Canal  from  Egypt,  she 
felt  as  though  she  was  traveling  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  children  of 
Israel. 

“Jersualem  is  not  a beautiful  city, 
but  very  attractive  because  of  its 
historical  associations.  It  is  a city 
of  walls,  gates,  towers,  domes  and 
minarets,”  she  explained.  “It  is  the 
eighth  city  builded  on  that  spot  and 
has  a population  of  20,000  people,  of 
which  two-thirds  are  Jews.” 

While  in  Jersulem  Miss  Elliot  visit- 
ed the  church  of  the  Holy  Sepulhre, 
and  other  places  of  interest.  Of 
special  interest  she  said,  was  the 
Garden  of  Gethsemane.;  Eight  old 
olive  trees  still  stand,  the  oldest  of 
which  is  pointed  out  as  sheltering  the 
spot  where  the  Savior  offered  His 
last  prayer. 

She  visited  Bethlehem,  the  city  of 
Christians;  the  Dead  Sea;  Joppa, 
which  produces  the  best  oranges  in 
the  world;  Samaria,  with  its  historical 
well  of  Jacob;  Nazareth  and  Lake 
Galilee. 

In  conclusion,  she  spoke  of  Da-mas- 
1 cus,  practically  unchanged  from  the 
time  of  Paul.  Its  unique  baazars  and 
the  quaint  old  wall  over  which  Paul 
was  lowered  in  a basket,  is  still  in 
evidence. 

The  hymn,  “Hoping  and  Trusting” 
was  sung  by  the  choir  under  the  di- 
rection of  Professor  W.  F.  Hanson.

On  Sunday,  October  25th,  began 
the  formal  opening  of  an  exhibition  of 
Professor  Larson’s  paintings  in  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Salt  Lake 
City.

Last  week  they  were 
exhibited  at  Ogden. 

At  a meeting  of  the  U.  E.  A.  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  Professor  Larson 
was  appointed  chairman  of  a com- 
mittee to  consider  the  problem  of  the 
art  curriculum  for  elementary  schools, 
junior  and  senior  high  schools,  col- 
lege and  normal  schools  in  the  state 
of  Utah. 

The  elaborate  decorations  of  the 
campus,  college  hall,  the  tabernacle 
and  the  Grant  library  building  during 
the  semi-centennial  celebration  were 
probably  the  most  profuse  and  well 
designed  anv  affair  held  by  the 
school.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  cooperation  and  whole-hearted 
aid  of  the  Art  Service  Club,  with 
Professor  Larson  and  Miss  Elliot. 

Next  Monday  the  Art  Service  Club 
will  hold  its  meeting,  at  which  the 
committees  appointed  for  the  year’s 
schedule  will  give  a report  on  their 
activities.

An  ideal  place  is  now  provided  for 
every  student  to  study,  with  the  com* 
pletion  of  the  new  H'eber  J.  Grant 
Library  on  the  Maeser  hill. 

The  large  reading  room  on  tie 
south  of  the  building,  with  its  large 
windows  and  its  oaken  chairs  and 
tables  surrounded  by  shelves  of 
bound  volumes  of  knowledge,  is  itself 
an  inspiration  to  study  and  work. 

The  system  of  booking  used  is  en- 
tirely different  from  the  one  use  1 in 
the  old  library.  The  librarian’s  "desk 
is  at  the  entrance  of  the  library.  Di- 
rectly east  is  the  stack  room,  which 
is  equipped  with  large  steel  stacks 
divided  into  three  divisions.  This 
will  be  the  home  of  the  majority  of 
the  books,  but  only  the  librarian,  fac- 
ulty members  and  graduate  students 
will  be  allowed  in  this  room.  If  an\ 
under  graduate  student  wishes  a book 
he  must  obtain  it  by  asking  the 
librarian. 

Directly  west  of  the  librarian’s  room 
are  three  smaller  rooms,  one  of  which 
will  be  used  for  a reserve  book  room, 
and  one  devoted  entirely  to  magazines 
and  one  for  a theological  librarv.
